C ity council today had a new 
Torney General H ospital proposal 
u n d er 
consideration 
and

aw aiting legal opinions from its 
attorneys, who have been handl­ 
ing the m atter of acquiring the 
surplus war property, as to w hat 
steps it could take. 
The proposals w ere placed be­ 
fore council W ednesday.by W ar­ 
ren Pinney, one of the form er 
ow ners of the El M irador hotel 
before it was converted into a 
w ar-tim e hospital. 


FEDERAL COURTS in W ash­ 
ington, D. C., recently adjudged 
Pinney, Ralph LaCoe and Charles 
H arney of the H arney Construc­ 
tion company of San Francisco, 
form er owners of the property 
and thus entitled to top priority 
rights for acquisition of the prop­ 
erty after political subdivisions. 
Following the victory for the 
El M irador owners, the govern­ 
m en t filed a new motion and, 
P inney said, w hichever side wins 
in this new hearing, will face 
delay in an appeal by the losing 
side. 


ANOTHER LONG w ait will re­ 
sult, he said. The new case can­ 
not be heard until O ctober and 
th e resultant appeals and legal 
steps will throw the m atter into 
litigation for a possible tw o years. 
But, he told council, there is a 
good chance th at the governm ent 
can be persuaded to w ithdraw its 
new attack and abide by the de­ 
cision of the 
ruling of three 
w eeks ago in favor of Pinney, 
et al. 
His appearance before council, 
he said, was to enlist their sup­ 
port. the support of the Cham ber 
of Commerce and the com m unity 
in urging the governm ent to cease 
fu rth e r action.

Since Palm Springs w as in­ 
corporated as a city, building per­ 
m its valued at $20,314,833.50 have 
been issued here. 
Of this amount, $18,388,520.50 
ha& been issued since Jan u ary 1, 
1944.

STILL UNCONVINCED th at the proposed cement mill near Palm 
Springs would not be a menace to the city, residents who attended 
the hearing before the Planning Commission this week w ere as 
determ ined as ever that the protective zoning ordinance which they 
initiated be passed by the Riverside County Board of Supervisors. 
They are anxiously aw aiting the recom mendation of the planning 
commission in this m atter which will be announced next Tuesday 
morning. A ssurances by the owner, Mr. S. A. Guiberson, and his 
associates, that the plant would not contam inate the air above Palm 
Springs and the w ater for Coachella Valley, left our people still 
in doubt. 
Tw enty-three years ago, Mr. Guiberson, now 75 years of age, 
purchased the property at a cost of $135,000. He has invested half 
a m illion dollars in the project to date, his attorney declared. Over 
a period of two years, he has encountered many difficulties in 
obtaining the equipm ent from the governm ent. 
So anyone could 
sym pathize w ith the situation which now confronts him . We cannot 
see, however, w hy—during all this tim e—he did not anticipate that 
there might be some objection raised to locating an industrial plant— 
above all a cem ent mill, so near to one of A m erica’s most famous 
health and recreational resorts. 
Mr. Guiberson said th at he thought the people of Palm Springs 
would give him a banquet, w hen this plant was completed, in ap­ 
preciation of w hat he had done for the comm unity. We cannot 
understand how he ever believed th at this city would be w illing to 
trade the questionable benefits th at m ight be derived from 500 
cem ent plant w orkers for the slightest possibility th at the air and 
w ater of this fam ed resort could be contam inated. It's too big a 
gamble to ask our people to take. We have only his personal assur­ 
ance w hich is offset to some extent at least by the claim of Mr. 
Babcock, the chemist, that some dust from this plant is inevitable. 
If cement IS vital to the defense of the w est coast and the nation, 
other suitable deposits from which it can be made m ust be avail­ 
able som ewhere else. Let's suppose that this deposit was located in 
Chino canyon. Docs Mr. Guiberson still believe that th e people who 
have invested millions of dollars in property here should sacrifice 
all ju st so Southern C alifornia could have a little m ore cem ent that 
could be obtainable elsewhere? 
Once such a plant w ere in operation, there is nothing m uch we 
could ever do about it no m atter how objectionable it turned out 
to be. Mr. G uiberson would then point out the trem endous invest­ 
m ent he had m ade in the plant and claim th at it would be unfair 
to close it down. So, once it is established, we will have it for all 
time. O ur only hope is getting the protection NOW. If the planning 
commission recom m ends n ex t Tuesday th at the zoning ordinance 
be passed, the board of supervisors will likely do so. If the plan­ 
ning comm issioners recom m end against it, th e City of Palm Springs 
will have to carry the fight to the board of supervisors. Our people 
will have to unite as they never have before in a determ ined effort 
to get from th eir county governm ent the protection to which they 
are entitled.

900.000 Dwelling 
Units to be Built 
In Nation in 1948 


Estimates Revised 


Upwards by Leaders 


After Study of Records 


Revised figures estim ate that 
900.000 new perm anent housing 
units w ill be started in America 
during 1948. 
This is an increase of 6 per 
cent over the 1947 starts, says 
the C onstruction E c o n o m i c s 
Com m ittee 
of 
the 
Producers’ 
Council. 
D avid S. Miller, president of 
the council, reports the original 
forecast, made last November, 
was for 
an estim ated 
870,000 
starts this year. 


THIS TOTAL has been revised 
upw ard as a result of the large 
am ount of residential 
building 
which got under w ay the first 
half of this year. 
Term ination of FH A ’s Title VI 
operations, added Miller, m akes it 
unlikely that the new estim ate 
will be exceeded. 
Value of expenditures for new 
private housing during 1948, he 
added, is estim ated at $6,200,000,­ 
000, as com pared w ith $5,300,000,­ 
000 last year. 
According to the forecast, the 
num ber of starts for the last six 
m onths of this year is expected 
actually to fall about 7 per cent 
under the total for the last half 
of 1947. 


AS ONE FACTOR, M iller states 
that m ortgage money, abundant 
through most of 1947, is now in 
more lim ited supply. 
These funds, too, are being in­ 
vested 
w ith greater selectivity 
and at som ew hat higher average 
interest rates. 
No severe scarcity of m ortgage 
funds exist or is expected, says 
Miller. 
However, 
builders 
are 
now 
finding it som ewhat “m ore ardu­ 
ous” to secure financing than was 
the case in 1946 and 1947. 


DURING 1948, he added, the 
proportion 
of 
new ly 
started 
m ulti-fam ily units, is likely to be 
about 10 per cent of th e total. 
This w ould bring about 90,000 
such units this year, as com­ 
pared w ith 74,900 last year. 
P otential 
sponsors 
of 
new 
rental projects are m ore or less 
occupied 
w ith construction al­ 
ready under way, he feels. 
Thus it will take some time 
before 
those organizations can 
be transferred to new projects.

Supervisors Near 
Decision on Aid !o 


Private Hospitals 


Aid for private hospitals which 
handle cases w ill be forthcom ing 
next week it is believed as county 
supervisors discussed th e ques­ 
tion this w eek and decided to 
tackle it and “settle it for once 
and all” next week. 
County Counsel Earl Redwine 
will have the deciding voice in 
the m atter according to Supervi­ 
sor A rthur J. W eireck, who said 
Monday the board would deter­ 
mine at once how m uch it would 
cost to pay private hospitals for 
caring for county indigent cases 
and then ask Redw ine w hether 
they could legally pay the bills. 


IT APPEARED likely th at the 
Supervisors m ight add $25,000 to 
the 1948-49 County budget to pay 
the hospitals for indigent care 
before the final passage of the 
budget Aug. 16. 
The issue has been discussed 
and postponed by the supervi­ 
sors several tim es w ithin the past 
two months. 
They decided two 
weeks ago to delay action on it 
until after adoption of the pre­ 
lim inary budget. 


MEDICAL 
GROUPS 
in 
the 
Coachella and Palo Verde valleys 


grew irate after a suggested $50,­ 
000 item for pay to the hospitals 
was cut from the prelim inary 
budget. 
They 
declared th a t hospitals 
in the two 
valleys 
would go 
broke if they continued to treat 
county patients who w ere too ill 
to m ake the long am bulance trip 
over the San Gorgonio Pass to 
the county hospital in Arlington. 


SUPERVISOR Jam es Easley of 
Palm Springs, w ho has been lead­ 
ing the fight for county aid, told 
the board yesterday, “You are go­ 
ing to have tw o less hospitals— 
at least—in R iverside county u n ­ 
less you m eet this situation. 
“It isn’t going to cost this coun­ 
ty a nickel m ore in the end— 
we’ll get m ore cooperation from 
the doctors out in the lower val­ 
leys,” Easley said. 
The G rand Ju ry and the Coun­ 
ty Taxpayers Association recom ­ 
mended th at th e County provide 
aid to the hospitals. 


THE BOARD—w ith one excep 
tion—agreed 
w ith 
Easley 
that 
“we’ll have to m eet our obliga­ 
tion.” 
A sim ilar agreem ent w ith the 
hospitals 
was 
reached 
several 
years ago, but it was dropped be­ 
cause of financial difficulties. 
“I don’t see how you can pass 
this now w hen it didn't work be­ 
fore,” said Supervisor Floyd E. 
G ilm ore of Hemet. 


THE COST TO the county was 
the only hindrance to the other 


supervisors, however. 
Board 
Chairm an 
W alter 
V. 
Pittm an reported th a t the Com­ 
m unity Hospital in Riverside had 
only 20 or 25 county cases a year, 
so the supervisors decided the 
cost wouldn’t be high except in 
the Coachella and Palo Verde 


valleys—farthest aw ay from the 
county hospital. 
“We’ve got to put a limit on 
this thing, though,” Weirick said. 
He figured th at $2C,000 or $25,000 
would handle the program; about 
$13,000 w ould go to th e valley 
hospitals 
and 
$7,000 could be 
spent in th e rest of th e county.
